fwer all our Ends: For no Man that opens his Shop, can expect all 
People will buy of him ; but if ſo many do, as he is enabled thare- 
by, to keep his Family, pay his Rent and Debts, it is all he deſires. 
T his, I hope,will ſatisfie any Rational Man,that the Bills cannor, nor 
is there reaſon they ſhould,be brought in all at once to the Office, nor 
can there be any want of Mcney to anſwer thoſeBills that are broughr, 
_ as this Dialogue vainly ſiggeſts. To proceed then with our Punner, 
_ after he hath made the Dr. anſwer what he pleaſes, he tells him, 
That he makes a Part to be greater than the Whole, and, a Term to be 
more worth than a Fee Simple, which s ſimple all over. - But how Im- 
pertinent he is to make the Dr. who never affirmed any ſuch thing, 
- ro ſpeak thus abſurdly, 1s already ſhewed, where mention is made 
of the 22500 /. being Security for 10000 !. Beſides, it is not very 
ſtrange for one Perſon by his Induſtry, to improve a Part ſo, as to 
yie!d more, than athers have made the Whole at any time before. 
The next thing thzrefore to be obſerved, is,our Malapert Squires 
Remarks on the httle Sum thz Dr. hath propoſed to circulate the 
B:lls ; And here,tho? at firſt he hath repeated the Dr's Method of rai« 
fing more plenty of Money, than any other Bank does allow, to cir- 
culate the Bills ; yet at lalt he would have all Men take ſpecial no+ 
tice, that there neither is In the Office, nor ever will be, any more 
than juſt 100 /. tocirculate 1100/7. in Bills; and ſlily iofinuates, as 
if all this 11007. in Bills were in one Man's Hands, or in ſeveral, 
that ſhould agrce together to keep the Bills four years together, and

For as he dees not tell this by the 
Spirit of Prophecy, fo neither do l rake him to be any great Con- 
jarer, Or elfe he might have foreſeen, tbat all his Fallacy would eaſt- 
ly be Det-Red, and his ObjeCtions Anſwered, and then would have 
ſaycd all the Pains and Charges of making and printing this Senſeleſs _

I hope, that to any Unprejudiced Attentive Reader, I have ſhewed 
plainly before, that it is Impoſlible that ail the Bills ſhould be brought 
In at once, as this Country Squire would have it ; and likewiſe that 
it is highly probable, that chis Office may, and will be truſted with 
as much or more running Calh, beſides what the Dr. propoſes to 
be depoſited by the Subſcribers, as any Goldfmith- or other Bank- 
now 1s, or can be; if fo, as there is little doubt, then will this-

his manner only, and no better than as this thick SculPd Animal (to 
uſe his Terms) does himſelf, not conkidering, that all his Objettions 
have been already made, fully anſwered, and rightly underſtood, by- 
all ſuch as are concerned, before they Subſcribe their Eftates to it 3.

In Charles the Second's Days, the Number of Families, accdrding 


to the Accouuts of the Books of Hearth-money, were 1300000, of 


which, 500000 were poor, and could not pay Taxes; fo that the 
Burthen'lay wholly on the remaining 800000 ; of theſe it may be 
reiſonably computed ſince this War, that 150000 are either be- 
come incapable of paying their proportions, az before, or make an

For 
if Peace were now proclaimed, it” is -a queſtion if all the Credito:s 
will wait for their Money till-it be brought in by plenty of Trade;

have nothſng to pay'? Now let it be conſidered, that the greateſt 
part of Trade 1s carried on by Cr<dit, there being not above 501. or 
1001. paid down, when 10901. at leaft is left to be paid fix, 12, or 
18 Months hence, for which the Seller hath no other Security or A(= 
farance,than the honeſt Wordand Credit ofthe Chapman ; who fome- 
times fails, or continues along Account, which perhaps is left to be 
ended by his Executors.
